Barony  Oswald  to  hie  office.  We  brought  Oswald  to  Captain  Frita'a  office, 
where  ha  uas  Interrogated  by  Oapt.  Frit*,  Mi.  Kelly  of  the  Secret  Service, 

Mr.  Sorrels  of  the  Secret  Serri.ee,  end  Mr.  Holnea  of  the  hostel  Department. 

They  talked  to  Oswald  until  about  U«10  AM.  Chief  Curry  cane  into  Capt. 

Frits'*  office  When  the  interrogation  wee  going  on.  At  the  end  of  the  In- 
terrogation, Capt.  Frits  gave  no  tie  keys  to  his  car,  and  told  me  to  park 
it  aV-np  the  door  from  the  jail  office  in  the  basement.  T went  to  the  baee- 
■ent  and  unlocked  Capt.  •'Tits' s csr  and  proceeded  to  drive  the  car  into  the 
driveway.  There  was  a plain  black  police  car  in  front  of  ra>,  and  the  officers 
who  T could  not  recognise,  drove  this  ear  up  the  ranp  to  Fain  Street  exit.  T 
waa  backing  Cap*.  Frita'a  oar  in  front  of  the  jail  office,  end  was  having 
trouble  getting  through  the  news  reporters  that  had  jammed  the  r«p  driveway. 
Wills  I was  backing  wp,  I was  turned  around  in  the  seat  looking  tack  to  keep 
fro*  running  over  the  reporters.  Capt.  Frits  cane  out  of  the  jail  door, 
followed  by  tat.  J.  P.  Lea veils  handouffed  to  Oswald.  Pet.  L.  C.  Craves 
was  to  Oswald's  left.  They  wow  walking  to  the  car  while  1 wee  still  moving 
the  ear  book.  Capt.  Frit*  opened  the  right  rear  door  of  the  car  I wee  driving, 
ami  1 noticed  a men  move  quickly  screes  the  right  rear  of  the  oar.  This  man 
aoved  to  Oswald  and  shot.  I reoegolsed  this  man  ••  Jock  Ruby,  a man  I had 
•eon  a few  tinea  before  in  previous  years.  When  Ruby  shot,  let.  Craves  grabbed 
the  pistol  Ruby  had  in  bis  hand.  The  crowd  of  reporters  closed  in  with  the 
police  officers,  and  T junpod  out  ef  the  ear,  and  went  into  the  jail  office. 
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The  officers  had  Ruby,  end  Dot.  Lea valla  wee  being  un  handcuffed  from  Oswald. 
Cept.  Frit*  directed  use  to  return  to  tbe  basement  and  hare  the  Supervisor 
Officer  to  obtain  the  names  of  cvoryo-«  la  the  basement.  I went  to  Capt.  C.  E. 
Talbert  and  cava  him  Capt.  Frit*1*  message.  I then  moved  Cspt.  Frits's  car 
out  of  the  driveway  Were  tbe  ambulance  co  l d get  to  the  tail  office.  When 
the  ambulance  earns,  I rode  In  the  ambulance  with  Oswald  to  Parkland  Hospital. 

T stayed  at  f'arkland  Hoapitsl  until  Oswald  was  pronounced  dead.  Bet.  C.  V. 
Frown  and  I went  with  Oswald's  hedy  to  the  morgue  where  we  welted  until  Dr. 

Farl  Foes  made  his  preliminary  pictures  of  tbe  body  prior  to  the  autopsy. 

T turned  over  Oswald's  clothing  to  Dr.  Earl  Hose,  and  returned  to  tbe  Homicide 
Office  in  the  City  fall  approximately  5>30  ®w.  I staved  in  tbe  Homicide 
Office  with  Hr.  Stewart  and  went  through  the  property  of  Oswald.  T made 
copies  of  letters  and  Identification  from  Oswald's  property  for  Hr.  Stewart. 

I also  made  copies  of  all  tbe  affidavits  that  had  been  taken  by  the  Homicide 
Office  and  Sheriff's  Office  for  Hr.  Sorrell*  of  tbe  Secret  Service.
